The people here are in- 
veterately lazy, and although their sacred books 
require industry, universal custom has abrogate: 
the law. Indeed, you may say the same about 
most of the good moral precepts of these hea- 
then. You may find them. in their books, but 
scarcely ever see them exemplified in their 
lives. The truth is, the heart must be right, or 
the whole man is wrong. E where you 
amay see that men will be as wicked as they can 
‘be, and maintain ye character. Letany 
particular vice be jionable, in a place, and 
very few men will fail to practice it; that.is, if) 
they have any inclination todo so. For instance, 
every white man in this province bes one 
or more native women living with him, and 
feel no shane on account of it. Does not th 
prove, that they are restrained from the same 
course in America, pot from moral principle, but 
from a — to their own reputation?

Through the holes of 
the 8 he would occasionally vomit, and 
through them, too, the scent of the cow-pen 
which was directly under him, found easy en- 
trance. in one corner of the room were a few 
pieces of wood, burning upon a pile of ashes, 
and, indeed, you can hardly imagine any thing 
more miserable than the situation of this man 
appeared to me. He said he coukd not endure 
the pain, but must die, and begged me to pity 
andcure him. To be sure, custom reconciles 
the people to these things, to a great degree, but 
ean they, on that account, be considered happy ? 
1 will add, that | gave the man medicine, and the 
next day found him quite comfortable. What 
are all the endearing relations of domestic life 
in a heathen land? Here are husbands and 
wives, parents and children, etc., but alas! very 
litle ia known of fa:nily happiness. I am sure 
Jecannot find the happiness of which some in 
Americetel!. But this life is only a moment, in 
the existence of this people. ‘They are all can- 
didates for eternity, and can a Christian believe 
that they will be happy beyond the grave ? 

I ask them frequently, where they will go 
when they die. The answer, almost without an 
excepti “I dont know.” When asked -it 
they do not fear hell,ibey say, “ yes, we greatly 
fear it.” Thus you see them poor and wreteh- 
ed in this life, trembling in ignoranee, on the 
verge of eternity, and finally sinking into “hope- 
leas despair. And is not the work of meliorat- 
ing their condition one of benevolence? Can 
the Christian regard it with indifference? 1 
know, my dear brother, that you do not. You 
ook upon it as a high and holy enterprise. Those} 
«who have invested any thing in money, or iu 
*incere prayers, in missionary stock, will not re- 
gret it when the dividend is declared. He that 
giveth to these poor perishing heathen, lendeth 
to the Lord. He lays up treasure in heaven. If 
"you are to remain in “ the great valley,” do try 
to set every Christian there right, in regard to 
this matter.

Again: man is evidently formed for society ; his 
whole nature is adapted to this end. In entering.in- 
to society, in any of its forms, whether social or civ- 
il, we assume new responsibilities. Civil society is 
composed of individuals having equal rights, and 
holding to each other the relation of mutual privi- 
lege and obligation. In the formation of civil socie- 
ty, a degree of personal liberty is always relinquish- 
ed for the purpose of obtaining a greater protection 
against an invasion of that liberty, but the essential 
right is untransferrable. Civil society is a complex 
and delicate machine, of tremendous power, which, 
to prove a blessing, needs to be nicely adjusted. Ci- 
vil society has assumed a great variety of forms, in 
each of which the degree of liberty varies. In one 
form of government, the degree of liberty enjoyed is 
greater and im another it is less. In some forms of 


civil government, there is manifestly an encroach- | 14, 


ment on inalienable right. In this country, except 


government guaranties every degree of liberty that 
could be desired. The liberty of speech and of the 
press are secured by the Constitution of the United 
States and by the Constitutions of the several States 
to their utmost extent. The Constitution of the 
United States has the following provision :— 
' “Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of , or prohibiti the Sno saute 
cise thereof; or g the freedom of speech or 
bee? ad By Be right of the people peaceably to 
, and to petition the government for a re- 
dress of * 
“The Constitution of the State of New York has 
the following, and each of the other States has a 
provision which for substance is equivalent to it :~ 
“gE citizen may freely speak, write, and pub- 
lish —— =| all su sate, being res; sible 
the abuse of that right; and no law be pas- 
sed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech, or of 
the press. In all prosecutions, or indictments for

It will be seen, therefore, that every American 
citizen enjoys in its perfection the right of free dis- 
cussion, and that he must continue so to do, unless 
all law shall be trampled under foot by ruthless vio- 
lence, or the form of our government become entire- 


changed. 

It should be borne in mind that the right of free 
diseussion, implied in the acknowledged liberty of 
speech and of the press, is liable to abuse. Hence, 


to the guaranty, it is properly added, “ being respon- 


sible for the abuse of that right.’ Should this ines- 
timable boon of Providence ever be withdrawn from 
us, or be in any way circumscribed, it will doubtless 


be im consequence of its abuse. 


The only legal means of redress provided against 


an abuse of the liberty of speech and of the press, is, 
for a prosecution for libel; and here, as will be seen, 
the utmost latitude is given. 
or written, be true, and spoken with manifest good 
intentions, it is no libel. 


If what has been said 


Now it is obvious that the liberty of speech and of 


the press may be abused in a thousand forms, by an 
individual, while as yet he is not liable to prosecu- 
tion for libel. 


In republican forms of government, 
where the greatest possible degree of liberty is en- 


joyed, the whole civil fabric is constructed upon the 


basis, that every citizen will in a measure, govern 
himself. An individual may fail to do this, and there- 
by create incalculable mischief; and if instances be- 





come numerous, they endanger the liberty of the 


whole republic. 

It is to be feared, at the present moment, that too 
many are construing their freedom of speech into 
liberty to say and publish what they please; a senti- 


ment; than which, none can be more false or perni- 
cious. Upon this topic, we quote the words of a 
living ethical writer of great eminence :— 


“We hear, at the present day, very much about 
the liberty of the press; the of inquiry ; 


and the freedom of the human intellect. All these

But it is to be remembered that no liberty can exist 


without restraint; and the remark is as true of in- 
tellectual as of physical liberty. As there could be 
no physical liberty, if every one, both bad and good, 
he will, so there would soon be no liberty, 


to publish what he will. The man who pub- 
lishes what will inflame the licentious passions, or 
subvert the moral principles of others, is undermini 
the foundations of the social fabric ; and it is kind- 
ness, neither to him, nor to society, quietly to look 
on, ag ty Bebe are ————— the 
ruins. r to liberty is pre-erhinently great- 
er, at the present day, from ‘the 5 than 
from the restriction of the press.” —Wayland’s Ele- 
ments of Moral Science, p. 239. 

Here, then, is seen our danger—it arises from a 
liability to abuse the liberty of speech and of the 
press ; and here lies our duty—it consists in guard- 
ing with sleepless vigilance, these inestimable bless- 
ings. We possess them now by an undisputed 
right, but let thein be abused, and are annihilat- 
ed; and what is still more to be ‘deprecated, there 
will sueceed an order of things that will render their 
re-possession impossible. Let every man, then, un- 
der the dictate of Christianity, or of an enlightened 
patriotism, put a restraint upon his tongue and upon 
his pen.

This decision of the Board of Managers of the Bi- 


ble Society, we sincerely regret. It will doubtless 
meet, and justly, too, the unqualified disapprobation 
of ninety-nirte hundredths of the whole Baptist de- 
nomination. The managers have given a construc- 
tion to the Constitution, which we are strongly in- 
clined to think the Constitution itself does not justi- 
fy. They have assumed a position which they can 
never maintain ; to attempt it will rend the Society 
in sunder, and transform this once noble Institution 
into a mere instrument of sectarianism. 


This measure is essentially ex post facto. The 


British and Foreign Bible Society refuse their aid to 
a circulation of the Bengalee translation—an appli- 
caticn is made to the American Bible Society for aid 
to print and circulate this translation, and the Mana- 
gers had not the moral courage to make the grant, 
because the. British and Foreign Bible Society had 


refused the same application; consequently they re- 


fuse ; and now, they look about them for means to 
justify their conduct,.and pass these resolutions, 
the slightest inspection of which must convince any

sions. Why, therefore, is it thought necessary that 
these several denominations should raise funds for 


foreign missions,and pass them through the treasury 
of the American Bible Society? Do we need a spi- 
ritual court that shali dictate to the servants of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who go forth to heathen lands, 
how they shall translate the Holy Scriptures, and to} 


whose opinions the several denominations shall bow 
with deference ? We will suppose that the Baptist 


denomination during the past year, have contributed 
to the American Bible Society one thousand dollars, 
more or less, with the expectation that an equal sum, 
or more, would be contributed by them for the sup- 
port of the Burman mission.

On the 30th of November the force in Florida con- 
sisted of 1] companies—nine of Artillery and two 
of Infantry. The four —— placed under the 
orders of Gen. Clinch, in October, were, pursuant 
to his orders drawn from their nt stations, 
and severally arrived at Fort Brooke, on the 27th of 
November, 12th, 25th, and 28th, of December, as

The naval force of Com Dallas and three Revenue 
Cutters, being ordered to prevent the transportation 
of slaves captured by the Indians, to Cuba. 

The Adjutant General says, it is estimated that 
the whole number of regular troops already in Flori- 
da and on thei way thither, amount to about 1200,

Still the licensing 
whether of a few or many, and the selling, 
whether by few or many, will produce evil, only 
evil, and that continually. And were the men 
who should sell such liquors laid under -honds 
to bear all the expenses, and to remunerate the 
community for all the evils, which they occa- 
sion; and were the obligations of such bonds 
faithfully enforced, while it might be no more 
than what would be just, would soon effectual- 
ly show them, that the selling of ardent spirit 
to be used asa drink, is notonly an 4 
but ruinous employment. 

Nor do they always escape this conviction 
even now. ys the late distinguished Judge 
Platt, “ It is found. that of the tavern keepers 
and retailers of ardent spirit, in the State of 
New York, during the last 40 years, more than 
two thirds have themselves become drunkards, 
and reduced their families to poverty and 
wretchedness.”** And a much greater number 
also, of their children than of the children of 
the rest of the community, have, I appreheni, 
in proportion, also gone down to thedrunkard’s 
grave. And while ‘the iniquities of the_fa- 
thers are from generation to generation visited 
upon their children,” this may be expected to 
be the case. And the property which is ac- 
quired by the destruction of others, may in 

ringing destruction upon its possessors.
